Students' Council Held Regular 
Meeting Laat Night. 



HEW MEMBERS PRESENT. 

Resignation of K P. Tsolainot as 
President of the Daily Ac- 
cepted. 



A regular meeting of the Students' 
Council was held last night, the fol- 
lowing representatives being present: 
Pitts, Tsolainos, Rooney, Sutherland, 
Fawcett, Smith, McLelland, Belyea, 
and. Martineau. 

The meeting came to order with 
tho President, H. Pitts, in the chair. 
The firse item of business to come 
up for discussion was the question of 
deciding the date ' for the official 
opening of tho Campus Rink. ( After 
some discussion It was decided to 
make January Uth the occasion for 
placing the ice at the disposal of the 
students. 

The next matter to come to the at- 
tention of the Council was tho ques- 
tion of forming a Wln-the- War Club, 
as proposed by Doc. Ware at the re- 
cent Union Smoker. Opinions^ were 
freely expressed, both in support jf 
the proposition and in opposition to 
it. However,' it was' eventually de- 
cided that it would be advisable to 
allow the matter to drop, as It Was 
argued that Its furtherance would un- 
doubtedly result in the bringing of 
party politics .Into the University. ', 

K. P. Tsolainos then tendered his 
resignation us President of the Daily, 
his period of office expiring Doc. 
31st, and the election of a President 
for the ensuing year then. took place,, 
with the result that A, I. Smith was 
unanimously elected to this office. 
The President . of . the Council' ex- 
pressed, on behalf of the students, 
the appreciation with which his ser- 
vices, as President of the Dally, had 
been accepted. In addition to this, a 
vote of thanks was passed and ten- 
dered to the retiring President. 

An. application, received from the 
Y. M. Ç. A. regarding the .securing 
of the use of the Campus Rink for 
one night in the week throughout the 
season, was then considered, and fin- 
ally left in the hands of the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of the Council, 
an'd the President of the Hockey Club, 

It was then suggested that a 
smoker should be tendered the Root- 
ers*. Club uji the night of the McGill- 
Laval hockey game, January Till. 
Considerable discussion ensued, In 
which it was , pointed out that the 
above date would bo Inconvenient on 
account of the proximity of the ex- 
aminations. In spite of this objec- 
tion, however. It was decided that 
the Smoker, in order to stimulate tho 
desired interest in the Rooters' Club, 
should be early in the season, and 
that such was the most opportune 
time. Also, in order that the hockey 
team should be tendered the proper 
support of the student body It was 
desirable that the rooters should he 
organized at the opening of the sea- 
son, and' should continue their, co-op - 
oration throughout the season. 

The decision rendered by the Cor- 
poration regarding the Petition re- 
cently submitted by tho student body, 
requesting the early suspension of 
lectures to allow participation in the 
elections, came in for considerable 
discussion. . As tho result of soma 
consideration the following resolution 
was passed in connection with this 
matter: 

Resolved: "That the Students' 
Council 'regrets the decision of tfle 
Corporation regarding the unanimous 
request of the undergraduate body 
that lectures should terminate on 
Dec. 14th, in order that the student 
voters could go homo to their con- 
stituencies and vote. 

Especially does 'it express Its dis- 
appointment that lectures have not 
been suspended for- election day, con- 
sidering tho great number of students 
assisting in one way or another in 
the elections, ( and wishes to place It- 
self on record as being painfully Im- 
pressed with the unjust decision ren- 
dered; regarding it as a notable en- 
croachment on student citizenship."

CRAMMING. 



Now is the time of the year when students are prone to neglect 
their work to such an extent as to require cramming at the close 
of the semester. It has heen proved in the psychological laborator- 
ies that this form of studving is of little value, if, indeed, it has any 
value at all. In this time, when it is the patriotic, duty of every 
student in an American institution of higher learning to spend his 
time most efficiently at his studies, the sin of cramming is greater 
than ever before. 

Cramming does not mean reviewing; it means the committing 
to memory by intense application for a short time what should 
have been learned gradually during the preceding month or semes- 
ter. Reviewing implies the calling out of material which has been 
considered by the mind at a previous time. In cramming the points 
which arc committed are new and have a tendency to flee almost 
ns quickly as they were memorized. 

Psychologists attribute this transitory quality in the things 
learned in a few hours, on one occasion, and for one purpose, to 
the fact that they cannot form many associations with other things 
in the mind. The same material, they say, if taken in gradually, 
recurring in different contexts, considered in various relations, as- 
sociated with other external incidents, and repeatedly reflected on, 
come to have definite connections with the remainder of the brain's 
fabric. They arc open to so many paths of approach that they con- 
stitute fairly permanent possessions . 

Every college student should consider that when he neglects 
his studies, he is inviting cramming at the end of the semester. lie 
should realize that while cramming, will often enable him to pass 
an examination, it will not be helpful to him after he has left col- 
lege. — Daily Iowan. 



LE CERCLE FRANÇAIS 
LT. 



Interesting Meeting of Society 
Proved Great Success. 



Perhaps the imost enjoyaole seance 
of the Cercle Français was held last 
night at Doctor Villard's house. It 
was tho last meeting of the Cercle 
beforo the Christmas holidays. Un- 
fortunately the altcndanco was ra- 
ther small, and it must bo said that 
thoso who were absent missed a most 
entertaining and instructive evening. 

The members met In Dr. Villard's 
drawing room, and discoursed 
amongst one to another fn various 
topics until dinner was announced. 
After tho Cercle had repaired to the 
dining room, Dr. Villard arose, and 
Introduced Lieutenant Emllo Vail- 
lancourt. 

Lieut. Valllancourt begun his talk 
by saying how privileged he felt to 
bo allowed to speak al a meeting of 
the Cercle .and said ho was in entire 
accord with the aims of the Cercle, 
and wished the Club success. The 
Lieutenant then announced that "The 
Importance of Discipline" would be 
tho subject of his speech. He said 
that tho common soldier looked to 
his leader for the winning of a bat- 
tlo, and that tho leader relied upon 
tho discipline of his troops for the 
success of an undertaking. Hence, the 
speaker pointed out, discipline Is the 
salient requisite of victory in battle. 
The Greeks, tho most liberty loving 
people of ancient history, Imposed 
discipline upon their soldiers. The 
Romans also, said the speaker, owed 
their remarkable victories to the dis- 
cipline of their troops. Lieut. Valllan- 
court then gave further examples of 
the Importance of discipline, and the 
achievement gained therefrom. The 
i defeat of the barbarians by the civil- 
ized nations was entirely duo to the 
discipline of the latter, the speaker 
affirmed. He stated that Charles VII 
was the first French king to organize 
a permanent army in France, and 
showed that the more democratic a 
country became the more rigid discip- 
line was imposed upon its troops. As 
an example of what lack of discipline 
does, Lieutenant Valllancourt stated 
that the defeat of the Russians in 
the Crimean War was due to their 
license and improper liberty. 

Amidst applause Lieutenant Vall- 



lancourt sat down. President Roch- 
dlcu thanked him oil behalf of the 
Cercle, and said that Lieut. Valllan- 
court's speech would be of benefit to 
all present ,and that It provided food 
for serious thought. 

Dr. Villard, the Honorary President 
of the Cerclo Français, then pointed 
out to Lieut. Valllancourt the fact 
that all the members of the Cercle 
were undergoing military training. 
This does not mean, however, ho said, 
that they have to walk with the 
goose-step or stiffly, but that it had 
been noted by the College Professors 
how much good the drill had done 
the students. Dr. Villard stated that 
willingly would he give up these good 
effects for tho cessation of the ' war 
and tho coming of peace. The Hon- 
orary President then thanked Lieu- 
tenant .Valllancourt for his splendid 
speech ,and said that the Cerclo was 
singularly fortunato la the presence 
ot a second orator. 

This second speaker, Dr. Villard 
said, was tho second representative of 
France In the Dominion of Canada — 
Le Chancellor do la Consulat General 
de France dans la Dominion du Can- 
ada. The gentleman was Monsieur 
M. F. Peuch. Dr. Villard stated that 
he promised M. Peuch' not to call on 
him for a speech, but could not let 
him go without him saying a few 
words. Dr. Villard said that one day 
M. Pouch would be first, representa- 
tive of France in some country. 

Monsieur Peuch said that he had 
been a student himself once upon a 
time. He affirmed that the teaching 
of French interested him, and stated 
that in the teaching of French, dry 
lessons and the study of books were 
not enough. After some remarks 6n 
the teaching of French, Monsieur 
Peuch promised to give a speech at 
another meeting of the Cerclo In the 
near future. 

This announcement caused groat 
applause amongst the members of 
the Cercle. The President said that 
the Cerclo felt greatly honoured to 
have such a distinguished visitor 
present, and said that he lioped Mon- 
sieur Peuch would give his speech 
soon. He then went on to state that 
the Cercle would be pleased .to have 
Monsieur Peuch present at any time. 

After the dinner was over the Cer- 
cle repaired once moro to the drawing 
room. Here the Secretary, O. Kllne- 
berg read the minutes of the previous 
seance, which were accepted. 

The President then said that ho hait 
been unable to get in touch with the 
manager of the National Français, 
and so was unable to arrange a soiree 



at the theatre. 

It was then decided to hold a debate 
in the last week of January. 

Monsieur J'euch then read a poem 
of Victor Hugo's entitled "Les 1'auvrcs 
Cens." The poem opened with the 
description of a fisherman out oj 
the sea near the coast of France, who 
Was praying for a good catch, as his 
family, consisting of his wifo and 
five small children, wore near to 
starving. Victor Hugo then describ- 
ed a visit of tho fisherman's wife, In 
the meantime, to tho house of a 
neighbour. AS'hen she entered she 
saw that the widowed mother wis 
dead. She Immediately thought of 
the dead mother's two wee children. 
They were sleeping peacefully beside 
their deceased mother. The fisher- 
man's wife then decided to adopt the 
two children. She then brought them 
homo with her. After a little while 
the fisherman returned. His catch 
had been poor and he was in a bad 
temper. His wife recounted what had 
happened to their neighbour. Her 
husband told her to go to the cottage 
and bring the two children to him, 
as ho intended to 'adopt them. At 
this his wife seemed unwilling to go, 
He told her to hurry, and said that 
Ciod would look after seven children 
as he had five. The wife then pull- 
ed a curtain aside, and showed him 
tho two children. 

Monsieur Peuch called for discus- 
sion on the poem ho had read. O. 
Klinobcrg, M. Franklin and J. Levy 
got up and gave their respective opin- 
ions in fitting words. 

The seance then ended. It was, 
perhaps, the most successful and en- 
joyable meeting of the Cerclo Mils 
year. Dr. Villard must bo thanked for 
his generous hospitality, as the din- 
ner he provided was excellent, and 
the meeting was an entire success.

Capt. McMillan was attached to 
the Brigade one week previous to the 
assault. His work during this period 
was of very great assistance both in 
tho destruction of tho trenches, and 
the harassing of the enemy.. 

During the actual operations, Capt. 
McMillan was untiring In his efforts 
to maintain Liaison with the Infan- 
try. 

His advice regarding barrages that 
had to be worked out' for the opera- 
tions undertaken on the afternoon of 
the 16th, was of very great assistance, 
and I cannot speak too highly of 
this officer's work throughout the 
whole of the operations.

DR. KRIEBLE LECTURES 
ID HI 



Irving Langmuir's Work on the 
Molecular Phenomena Dis- 
cussed. 

The meeting of the McGili Chemi- 
cal Society, held yesterday afternoon 
at five o'clock, was addressed by Dr. 
V : . K. Krleble, who took as his sub- 
ject, "The Fundamental Properties of 
Liquids." Dr. Krleble ably reviewed 
recent work which has been done, es- 
pecially by Irving Langmuir, on the 
molecular phenomena of BOlids and li- 
quids. 

In introducing the subject, the 
speaker dwelt on the evidence for 
various forces recognized as of im- 
portance in chemical theory. Prim- 
arily the so-called physical forces, 
such as viscosity, surface tension and 
absorption, were enumerated and sec- 



ondarily the so-called chemical forces- 
such as affinity. The essential fac- 
tor in the operation of these forces 
Is the distance which separates tho 
various centres of force, as the mole- 
cules. 

Accepting the view recently pro- 
pounded by Lewis In reference to 
primary and secondary valence, us ap- 
plied to tho electron shells of atoms, 
Langmuir extends this' theory to ac- 
count for polarity, especially In or- 
ganic compounds. Different group- 
ings in organic chemistry are said to 
be polar or non-polar compounds. Now 
Langmuir attempts to prove that 
orientation of atoms In compounds Is 
sufficient to account for this pheno- 
menon. To prove his point an ex- 
tensive study of oil films on water 
was carried out. Using tho method of 
Devault, Langmuir could actually 
measure, and then calculate the di- 
mensions up to layers of one mole- 
oule In thickness. 

Fatty acids will spread over a sur- 
face In a layer of one molecule in 
thickness, but when excess is added 
then uneven thickness is tho result 



The carboxyl group in acids 1« dis- 
tinctly polur, and Is directly attached 
to the uppermost layer of water. Ko 
such attachment is possible in the 
case of subsequent layers. ilydro- 
curbons, moreover, will not spread on 
water, as do fatty acids, for they are 
non-polar. An interesting point 
brought out here from measurements 
is that the molecules are several times 
longer than broad, and further that 
carbon atoms may be so arranged 
that a zig-zag pattern must be the 
mode ,of attachment. 

Absorption is studied carefully in 
reference to the attraction of Kaolin, 
Fuller's Earth and bone charcoal, es- 
pecially for organic substances of 
widely differing chemical composition. 
Gurvlch's experiments are severely 
crltlci-ed, as affording measurements 
involving condensation, and capillar- 
ity phenomena, as well as absorption. 
The heat of absorption Is used as the 
index of measurement. Differing 
from-Gurvich, Langmuir explains ab- 
sorption as a result of primary and 
secondary valence, rejecting physical 
forces, as being of cliemical origin.
